Applicant is required to correct or clarify the following 
matters: In claim 1, line 5, the phrase "said cover part" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 1, 
line 5, the phrase "which receiving means" should be replaced with -which the receiving means- 

In claim 1, the phrase "the further first cover part" (three places) lacks proper antecedent 
basis. In claim 4, the phrase "at least one and preferably each first projection" is inaccurate and 
indefinite because there is only one first projection has been defined in claims 1-3. In claim 6, 
the phrase "a third projection" is inaccurate because there is no second projection has been 
defined between claims 1 and 6. In claim 7, line 5, the phrase "said cover part" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. In claim 7, line 5, the phrase "which receiving means" should be replaced with 
-which the receiving means-. In claim 7, the phrase "a third projection" is inaccurate because 
there is no second projection has been defined. In claim 7, the phrase "the projection" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. In claim 16, the phrase "the further first cover part" lacks proper 
antecedent basis.
